The extract from the third paper, is the relation 
of the case of two lady-perverts, from Protes¬ 
tantism, both being English, and reference to two 
others at; a former period.

My. dear Friend,-~Sbon after my return froih Portugal* 
in the year. 184th 1 wrote ‘ah article for Evd'tig&lical Qkrib- 
tendom respecting the. Protestant mission, which has existed 
some years in Iaghqh,; frLliis .article' yon were so goodas 
io insert,, togetherWith another also, bearing bnthetane 
subject. I further touched upon this .mission in the 
pamphlet r ptiblished' hpon “E’eiigious Liberty,” in the 
beginning of last year. .^Be'Sides these little efforts to draw 
attention to this missionary field, I have, sometimes in 
public, and sometimes in private, exerted myself *ifi the 
same line; I am sorry, however, tb observe that my efforts 
have been crowned with Very little success. Thaye rather 
wonfiered at tins oversight bf an' ©vangelifeal' ’nuS&ion'iir So 
dark a place as Portugal f and at: a time, J 1 too, when the 
European Continent! is occupying mucli. gfeneral attention 
as ‘ to missionary work. I now tflre 1 up: my pen again upon 
the subject, andl 1 '&hjail hopWfbrinortehuebbsS/ ' : 

The missionary in question is a Spaniard. He waS born 
in Granada, J and, Was Settled as a parish priest in Malaga, 
on 'the. ;Mediteiraiie'aii cbast. ‘ H J ere he waS brought to see 
the errors of EpmaniSnir and the. blear light of the ^Gospel 
of Christ. In consequence of this, ; he WaS ( obliged to 
escape froxn Malaga* and wient ‘to v our fortress of G'ibralt.ar. 
With considerable d^ciffty he got Shy resting-place "there*' 
our authorities being too mendly^ to the 1 Popish bppositron 
he rpet with from his change of views ; and whilst Others, 
and all else who fiedfrom Spain, forbad nidtives-Or*goOdi 
found ready entranbe, he expefieheed thb J Contrary; 'I 
mention, this subject'how, as it is bhe our f British -public 
should look to,, in regard to the great concern bf religious 
liberty 1 , which we ohpit everywhere to ’encpthagb j.hnddh 
regard-to.

defender of all such persons as are here referred to. 

Unable to get a resting-place in Gibraltar, this ci-devant 
Spanish ;priest .was Jed . to go to the Brazils, and there 
he remained for several years, practising medicine, which 
he had. formerly studied during his college years. Provi¬ 
dence, brought him afterwards to Lisbonfand there he haB 
laboured for several years, with great faithfuliiess and with 
considerable.success. He has enjoyed in this dark Popish 
country, a, wonderful degree of. security and nqn-inteffer- 
ence., He has .ai small select floct, which he ; cafes for as a 
pastor,, whilst many others attend Ids services occasionally, 
and have, largely profited by. his instructions, and all of 
them so far ; as, to .give a decided preference to Protestant¬ 
ism and its worship, over Catholicism, and its silly fceremoni- 
alities. , There; are some priests,, and other persons of very 
gpoct standing in society, who are ‘thus brought under beh- 
eficial influences'. Much more extensive gobd might have 
attended tlfia mission, : not only in Lisbon, but alsO over all 
Portugal, and Oven in Spain, had it received better support’ 
than it has done. . . V. !

In the former case, we see not hin g in 
the refusal but an offence to that morality and charity 
established in the gospel ; for was it not the same Christ 
who said, that he came not into the world for the sate of 
the good, but for the sake of sinners, to call them to 
repentance. As to the latter,, we can oply perceive the 
aame scandal still more refined. Christ never, rejected, the 
company of the poor, nor did he consider them, on that 
account, unworthy of his grace. Ihe Bull proclaims, * To 
those who shall pay the sum stipulated for it, the confessor 
shall have power to absolve them from all their sins, and 
crimes, and excesses, however heavy and enormous they 
may be ! So that a villian might become a very scourge of 
society, might rob, assassinate, and commit every kind of 
crime and enormity,, and, with a perfectly quiet conscience, 
might wait for the time when, for a trifling sum, he could 
purchase absolution for all this! The Bull proclaims, 

‘ That in the event of any ecclesiastics, committing abuses, 
such as taking possession of benefices, they were exonerated 
on paying the price required for the Bull, conceding to the 
church the half of the fruits acquired by their illicit con¬ 
duct; or that such ecclesiastics might compound with the 
Commissary General, until exonerated from the share 
which they ought to h,aye given up to the. .church/ In 
this manner, the ecclesiastics were fully authorized to 
abuse their position, to extort from the people benefits 
which were not their due: and there stood the Pope, 
when the discovery of the robbery was made, ready, to cry 
out, “.II chi 6 fatto, 6 fdito / ” What is done/is done ! 
.This is what pope Paul III replied to the impostor 
Saavedra, who came to Portugal, as a false nuncio, to 
establish the Inquisition in the time of Don' John Tit . 
The. Bull proclaims, - That, on the required sum being 
paid for the.;stamp, Catholics might compound.with the 
Commissary General, concerning articles iUiqitiy obtained, 
and the half of all the legacies which might have been 
acquired by chicanery; and also regarding all ill-gOtten 
spoil, whether by means of usury, or any other improper 
mode/ Such a Bull as this would prove a heavenly, balm, 
to soothe the. smarting wounds which remorse,might, inflict 
in the consciences of robbers, usurers, exactors* and ex¬ 
tortioners, who, by its means, would continue hplily 
authorized to practise all their talent, and legerd^maaii. 
Whaf a pity that some of our agents cannot jayhold of

evening Meetings. Intimation was instantly sent to the 
chief officer of the police, concerning this conspiration. 
The immediate result was, that the commandant of the 
municipal .guard appeared himself on the spot, and accom- 
panied by forty soldiers. The same Minister of Justice 
ai)Oveme.nl;ioned, and greatly to his credit, appeared,there 
also./ 'The soldiers were ordered to repel tlie assassins, as 
they attempted to,enter, and to seize and carry them to 
prison.' The result of these propcipt measures . and exem T 
plkry punishment ;was, that ‘ none were found afterwards ’ 
(in the words of the document before me), ‘to molest or 
disturb us in our worship ’, " ^ 

“ The happy result of these measures was, too, of a 
permanent nature, and from tliat time to tins, everything 
has gone op smoothly; Dr. Gomez Still holding forth the 
truth, and preachingdown error, yet unmolested in his 
operations.

labouring in this field, that his family may be 
comfortable, and that lie may be able, in some 
slender degree, at least, to show a little hospitality 
mem kers of his flock, as occasions may 
oner, and which he is precluded from doing at 
present. I feel very thankful to the Foreign °Aid 
Society, for what it has done for the sustainment, 
so far, of this mission ; and I know that my 
friends there will forgive my rallyings of them, 
in my warmth, in favour of this mission and 
missionary. I see better reasons than I did for 
this Society not extending their yearly allowance. 
And. m truth, I would rather have the additional 
supply from other quarters, in order that more 
parties might be engaged in this work, thus 
giving mcieased interest in it, and procurin< r 
more prayers on its behalf. 

Secondly The Evangelical Priests connected 
'Vith this mission should be emancipated, and 
employed in promoting the gospel, as Gomez is. 

Thirdly:—This mission-work should be ex- 
tendedover Portugal, into Spain, and then into 
tue Brazils, and South America generally. 

Fourthly :—The college in question ought, by 
all means, to be established. We have lost ground 
in this, but still it is not now too late. There is 
e\er> reason to believe that such a college would 
soon support itself; and it would not only greatlv 
aid the mission work, but would prove of great 
general utility, in diffusing sound and extended 
learning over the country, and in combination 
with our English language and literature, and 
with all our English liberty, religious and civil. 

fifthl} . ihe great point of religious liberty 
which now hangs in the scale with dead weights 
against it, should be made the subject of our 
deepest concern, engaging our prayers with all 
warmth and perseverance, and our every exertion, 
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according as means may be within our reach 
respectively. Whatever influence any one who 
reads this tract may have in high quarters here, 
and in the highest, should be employed, as well 
as the influence individuals may have on their 
friends in Lisbon. All this is indicated and 
wished for by the parties immediately engaged in 
this struggle. Let us not be a broken reed to 
them, but a true stall' of support and strength. 

The establishment of religious liberty in Por¬ 
tugal, would soon lead to the same in Spain, as 
that country would, before long, be ashamed of 
being behind so inferior a kingdom in extent as 
Portugal, in any good policy corresponding to 
the present advanced state of society. Nothing, 
perhaps, would move Spain like this. 

Sixthly:—The Religious Magazine, in the 
Spanish language, should be sustained ; and it 
would be very desirable, also, to have it rendered 
into Portuguese, and published in Lisbon, for the 
use of Portugal and the Brazils. 

This tract is now cast upon the waters, ac¬ 
cording to Solomon’s directions, or, rather, those
